There is a difference in tbe mental 


make-up of tbe people of Russia and 
the people of France which will bave 
its influence apoa tbe oaaee and effect 
of tbe revolution. 
Tbe 
people of 


France are more sprightly in their 
mental make-up and action than the 
people of Bosnia, wbicb gives more 
prompt effort than can be expected iu 
tbe people of tbe north. Tbe differ- 
ence there Is la tbe peoples may be 
illustrated by tbe fact that tbe people 
of France would make and accomplish 
a revolution while tbe Roraiana xere 
thinking upon tbe means to be em- 
ployed in doing tbe work, but there 
will be a solid movement by the Rus- 
sian* when they do get to going that 
the people of France could not sustain 
In au animal cense; bat so long ea it 
remains a question of intellect the 
French would sustain twice the weight 
tbat tbe people of Russia could main- 
tain ncder like conditions. 


Were tbe revolutionary movements 


going forward in France that are going 
forward In Russia, there would be a 
fluisb of tbe business oca way or tbe 
other in short order respecting tbe 
fact of revolution. There i» not any 
doubt in well informed circles in Rus- 
sia about tbe revolutionary spirit there 
la among tbe people, but the prcbiem 
retanlus unsolved regarding tbe time 
there 'will bo an effort ma<ie by the 
people to remove absolutism. 


The people seem to be readv, but tbe 


uecessary momentum may not be se- 
cured at tbie time to perfect the work 
wbicb bai bad a begirinlnsr.
